— Chicago is threat­ 
ened with a m ilk fam ine as the result 
of the demand of the Producers’ asso­ 
ciation for an increase in the price of 
the fluid. The association is composed 
of dairymen who supply the great m ilk 
companies of the city who in turn fu r­ 
nish the retail trade and consumers 
with their supply. 
The Borden company, one of the 
largest of the wholesale m ilk concerns 
in the city, w ill be the first to feel the 
effect of the Producers’ attack. 
Th** 
contracts that the company has with 
the individual members of the asso­ 
ciation will expire within a few weeks 
and the producers say they w ill refuse 
to renew them unless the price they 
receive is raised.
